The shipping experiment has cost American tax~ 
payers billions of dollars.

While it has been 
defended by friends of public ownership, 1 has been 
most justly and generally criticized as an intolerable 
wasté and a gigantic failure. 

"The recent sale and this changed policy forms 
an émphatic challenge to private ownership. Fovs of 
government operation and ownership now have their 
opportunity. Not all their handicaps have been oh 
moved. Building costs are higher here than abroad 
by about 25 to 40 per cent. American seamen arc 

beiter paid and American maritime laws are notably 
restrictive. 

More help may be necessary for American-flag 
shipping, but the real responsibility rests now upon 
the private.owner, and cpcrator. Government compe- 
stion is passing. The roadstead to the high seas is 

opening for the Amencan shipblilder. Owner and 
cegpetator. They now have the'r opportumiy 10 prove 
that private initiative is superior to government owner-
